Man charged with 


molesting stepdaughter

А 53-year-old Belle Glade has 
‘been arrested and charged with 
‘capital sexual battery after he 
allegedly sexually molested his 
stepdaughter, The identity of the 
suspect is being withheld to pro- 
tect the identity of the victim. 

According to Detective Sgt. 
John Russ of the Palm Beach 
County Sheriffs Department, 
people suspected there was some 
sort of abuse. He said people had 
thought the victim Was being 
sexually abused for some time. 
However, the youth never did 
admit shé was being molested. 
“The youth just never cooperated 
with the investigations before,” 
said Sgt. Russ. 


The investigation began after 
a complaint by the girl (now 16 
years old) alleged her stepfather 
had been molesting her since 
she was 10 years old. 

The youth told investigators 
her /stepfather had been having 


` sexual intercourse with her-while 


they were living in the Belle 
Glade area. She was in the cus- 
tody of the stepfather when her 
motherseparated from the family. 
The victim has since moved away 
from the Belle Glade area. 

During the course of the 
investigation, an arrest war- 
rant was issued by Judge Col- 
bath for the suspect.

Angry citizens packed the John Boy Auditori- 
um Tuesday for two. meetings put on by the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

At the 10 a.m. meeting, Bob Buker, senior vice 
president, ‘corporate affairs and secretary of the 
U.S. Sugar Corp.,'took offense at the tee-shirts 
worn by the Army Corp of Engineer science 
study team. They read "Toto, we're not in 
Kansas anymore." Mr. Buker felt the reference 
made light of a situation that is very serious to 
the people of this area. 

In fact, the reference to Kansas seemed inap- 
propriate for another reason - Kansas is a dry 
area, but‘also one which provides a great deal of 
food to the country, as Glades farmers do. 

But the referencé«to Oz was useful to Mr. 
Buker, who .compared D fe Army Corp of Engi- 
neers to the cowardly lion. "The Corp needs to 
have the courage to do what's Tight," Mr. Buker 
said. 

"Don't treat it in some catesy, little way. You 
don't live here," he told the Corp group. He also 
praised the engineers for the water manage- 
ment system they maintain, as did Jack Fry 
and several other speakers. 

CI a good plan, but it's a bad idea to ir 

" Bill Green, of the Sugar Cane Growers 


Cooperative, said. 

"We want to cooperate with the Corp. If you 
want the farmérs to cooperate, you must disown 
the Science Group Report," he said. Mr. Green 
called the SWIM plan $7000,000,000 worth of 
puddles that might work. 

The more pointed the comments from local 
citizens at the podium, the louder the buzz 
became from the scientists sitting at a table in 
the left rear corner of the room. 

The deadline to collect comments from citi- 
zens is Dec.r 30, 1994. Seven of the studies 
mentioned as reference and source materials in 
the report qjther will be published in 1994, or 
are "in press, 

Up to 15 people at a time lined up to get a, 
copy of the Sub.Group Report. They wore ball 
caps and plaid shirts, characteristic of a work- 
ing man. At the front of the auditorium sat four 
blank easel pads below the question, "What are 
the important resources in the South Florida 
Ecosystem?”

‘Anyone who deals with K-9 


dogs has been bitten," says Sgt. - 
“Shunk, "but I've never been 


bitten by my own dogs." 


The numerous scars he car- 
ries are the result of helping 
train other officers' dogs and 
through participating in 
numerous competitions across 
the country. 

"These dogs are remarkably 
quick and very tenacious;" he 
says. "It's a game for them and 
they only bite on command. I'm 
an animal person, but I refuse 
to have a dog that has an 
aggressive personality." 3 

During competition, Sgt. 
Shunk has been bitten more 
than once by other trainer's 
dogs. "They look at me like'a T- 
bone steak," he said. 

Each dog costs about $2,300 
to purchase and they come to 
the department with partial 
training. Martin Segura, a new 
handler, has a K-9 named Hen- 
ny. Rick Mathis, also a new 
handler, has Bardo. Veteran 
Robert Wheelahan has Bruno 
and Rubin Prince has Harry. 

The dogs are trained to
